own. Since the first feature 
film was made about ten years 
ago, music struggled to be 
recognized in the sereon 
world Many. motion picturcs 
are knOwn to have “fallen 
flYat’ as the expression goes, 
because improper music was 


permitted to accompany them. 
Little is known by the mo- 
vie-going public of a ‘“Thema- 
‘tie cue sheet’ which almost 
every exhibitor of motion pic=« | 
tres employs with the show- | 
ing of his screen wares. The | 
value of this cue sheet to 
the theatre owner is difficult 
to estimate for not Only does 
it raise the «standard of his 
theatre by cultivating a taste 
for good music among his pa- | 
trons, but aids considerably 
in the enjoyment of his screen 
offerings. 


The ‘thematic cue sheet” 
supplies (he orchestra leader, 
Pianist or organist suggested | 
selections that best interpret | 
the action in the scenes on 
the screen. For example, as 
the film is unreeled, the ex- 


pert who plans this cue sheet, 
selects: AT. SCREENING - 
“Where Is The Dawn" (Kd- 
wards)-~1 1-4 minutes. When 
the theatre musician gets this 
cue sheet he is informed ot 
the selection to play— who 
composed it and how long the 
sequence lasts on the screen. 
‘On the next line the first few 
bars of. the composition are 
supplied, enabling the leader 
who finds he is without the 
specified number in his libriry 
to substitute with an aria in 
the sime mood. The . next 
sequence to be accompanied 
by music is let us say, AN IN- 
‘AUGURAL BALL, so the cue 
sheet suggests ‘Valse Violette” 
(Ludwig) and the length of 
time it appears on the screen 
—1 1-2 minutes. Tragic,‘ hap- 
py, comic moments lend them- 
selves perfectly to music—and 
-the thematic cue sheet gives 
the musician the proper musi- 
cal interpretation of every film 
that comes to his theatre. 
This method -has been @ great 
aid to the small town theatre 
musician striving to place his 
programs on a plane with the 
big city movie places. g 
The next time you visit your 
local movie theatre, note the 
fittingness and harmony of tlfe 


music to the “goings-on” on 
the screen. In a manner 
speaking, it is a wédding of 


two arts—and they are happy 
though married.

Is Followed by 


Big Damage Suit 


Suit was filed in the Supcrior 
Court yesterday by Charles F. 
Bevins of Richmond, against J. ©. 
B. Cheda, wealthy San Rafael ban- 
ker, as the result of an automo- 
bile accident in which Bevins’ 10- 
year-old daughter, Catherine, was 
fatally injured.

Followed Quake 


VENICE, Jan. 2.—The people 
of Venice tonight were slowly re- 
covering from the panie into which 


the latest earthquake threw them. 
A great crowd gathered today 
in the square of St. Mark facing 


the famous cathedral and prayed 
for safety. All open spaces were 
filled with men women and child- 
ren who feared a _ recurence of 
the quake. 

When the earth tremors first 
were felt crowds in the moving 
picture houses rushed terrorized to 
streets, Screaming mothers 
with small children were crushed 
and injured but none fatally. 
Thousands sought refuge in 
Gondolas only to find themselves 
in greater danger when the water 
of the canal thrown up by the 
quake overflowed into the streets. 
When the shocks ceased a ma- 
jority of the people returned tc 
their homes but hundreds of the 
more timid remained in the dark 
streets all night. 
Scores of victims of nerve 
shock were treated in the hospita- 
als. The material loss was com- 
paritively slight and no art treas- 
ures so far as is known were 
damaged.

St.. Augustine Builds Humanized Jail Where ! 
Prisoners Gain in Weight and Well Being 


St. Augustine, Fla. holds the’ dis- 
tinction of being the first city in 
the United States to build a totally 
new type of county jail and to es- 
tablish a regime whose ideal is to 
make the prisoners clean, strong, 
and healthy. For three years it 
has been experimenting with a 
model prisen farm which has at- 
tracted the attention of prison 
authorities and builders. through- 
out the United States. The -re- 
sults have been highly successful. 
It is said that over ninety per 
cent of all the crimes, petty thiev- 

‘ery. disorderly conduct and other 
law breaking practices can be 
traced directly back to the bad liv- 
ing conditions of the offender. 
Here the authoritie: have experi- 
mented with the theory that *elean 
living and good health go a long 
way to set a man on the right road. 
New plans and rules are the 
watchword... The county physician 
has reported that every prisoner 
gains in weight. 


No white women are sent to this: 


jai'. No prisoner has ever been 
subjected to physical punishment. 
Orders have been given to never 
fire on a man if seen escaping. A 
physician keeps “watch on the 
health and budily condition of the 
inmates. The negro women pris- 
oners work in the laundry and 
about the prison. Those men who 
are not in vigorous health or who 
are old. work on the farm grow- 
ing vegetables, citrus fruits and 
other produce. while the physic- 
ally able work “on Florida’s new 
kighways under the state laws. 
Each night when the men come 
home from their road making, they 
completely disrobe and enjoy a hot 
or cold shower as they prefer. 
Then they put on clean newly 
washed clothes and slippers arid go 
to the dining room where they are 
served all the food they desire. It 
is good wholesome fare and con- 
sists of soups, meats, fruits, vege- 
tables, much of which has been 
grown on the farm itself.
